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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 2-7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for faiUng to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph for being in 
improper alternative language. Proper language for a markush group in a claim is "where in R is 
a material selected from the group consisting of A, B, C, and D," MPEP 2173.05. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 4 recites the broad recitation consists of a brittle- 
firacture material, and the claim also recites "especially" glass, glass ceramic or ceramic which is 
the narrower statement of the range/limitation. Also, claim 6 recites the broad recitation the 
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opening has the shape of a through-going cyHndrical opening or through-going conical opening, 
and the claim also recites "especially" the shape of a corresponding hole which is the narrower 
statement of the range/limitation. Claim 7 recites the broad recitation the molded element is part 
of a laminated glass system, and the claim also recites "especially" part of a laminated glass 
system with electrochromic properties which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 
Claim 9 recites the broad recitation the molded element and the sealing element are bonded by 
means of welding by movement, and the claim also recites "e.g." ultrasound weld, high- 
frequency welds, rotary welds, friction welds, torsional or orbital welds, cold pressure welds or 
abrasive welds which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. Claim 10 recites the 
broad recitation the molded element and/or the sealing element is at least partially coated, and 
the claim also recites "especially" metal- and/or plastic-coated which is the narrower statement 
of the range/limitation. 

The term "platelike" in claim 5 is unclear which renders the claim vague and indefinite. 
The addition of the word "like" to an otherwise definite expression extends the scope of the 
expression so as to render it indefinite. 

Claim 6 is unclear in scope which renders it vague and indefinite. The limitation "the 
opening has ... the shape of a corresponding hole" is unclear. Is the corresponding hole an 
adjacent hole or a hole on another sheet? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 2, 3, 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ahn 
et al. (3,852,877). 

Ahn discloses a multiplayer circuit comprising layered ceramic green sheets, each sheet 
is provided with at least one cylindrical through-holes and the holes are filled with a 
metallization paste. The metallization paste also partially covers the sheets. The metallization 
paste is hermetically bonded to the ceramic material. See column 2, line 66 through column 5, 
line 1 1 and figures 2 and 2a. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wainer 
(4,073,989). 

Wainer discloses a ceramic plate comprising a plurality of cylindrical holes filled with a 
metallic conductor. The type metal has the property of expending very slightly on cooling so 
that the cooled article will then hermetically seal each hole with a preformed wire of metal. See 
column 1, line 55 to column 2, line 4, column 11, 39-42 and figures la and 2a. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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10. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
altemative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ahn et al. (3,852,877). 

The method of forming the product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
product itself Further, when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be 
either identical with or only slightly different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim, 
the burden is on the Applicant to present evidence from which the Examiner could reasonably 
conclude that the claimed product differs in kind from those of the prior art. In re Brown, 459 
F.2d 531, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 1972); In re Fessman, 489 F.2d 742, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA

The method of forming the product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
product itself Further, when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be 
either identical with or only slightly different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim,

the burden is on the Applicant to present evidence from which the Examiner could reasonably 
conclude that the claimed product differs in kind from those of the prior art.

12. Claims 1-2 and 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Myers (4,152,712). 

Myers discloses an optoelectronic display comprising a glass insulating member 
comprising at least one cylindrical opening with a spherical gallium arsenide crystal bonded in 
the opening. The glass insulating member and gallium arsenide crystal are coated with a 
conductive layer and an annular fillet. See column 2, line 44 to column 3, line 4 and figure 1. 

Although Myers does not explicitly teach the limitations hermetically sealed, it is 
reasonable to presume that said limitations are inherent to the invention. Support for said 
presumption is found in the use of production steps (i.e. laminating and sealing material) used to 
produce the display. The burden is upon the Applicant to prove otherwise. In re Fitzgerald, 205 
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USPQ 594. In the alternative, the claimed hermetically sealed would obviously have been 
provided by the process disclosed by Myers. Note In re Best, 195 USPQ 433, footnote 4 (CCPA 
1977) as to the providing of this rejection under 35 USC 103 in addition to the rejection made 
above under 35 USC 102. 

The method of forming the product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
product itself. Further, when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be 
either identical with or only slightly different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim, 
the burden is on the Applicant to present evidence from which the Examiner could reasonably 
conclude that the claimed product differs in kind from those of the prior art.

13. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Tukude (4,702,566). 
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Tukude discloses an electrochromic display device comprising inter alia a counter 
substrate comprising a plurality of through holes filled with conductive metal and partially 
coated with conductors. The counter substrate may be made of glass or ceramics. See column 3, 
lines 28-30, column 5, lines 51-66 and figure 5. 

Although Tukude does not explicitly teach the Umitations hermetically sealed, it is 
reasonable to presume that said limitations are inherent to the invention. Support for said 
presumption is found in the use of production steps (i.e. sealing the through holes) used to 
produce the display. The burden is upon the Applicant to prove otherwise. In re Fitzgerald, 205 
USPQ 594. Li the alternative, the claimed hermetically sealed would obviously have been 
provided by the process disclosed by Tukude. Note In re Best, 195 USPQ 433, footnote 4 
(CCPA 1977) as to the providing of this rejection under 35 USC 103 in addition to the rejection 
made above under 35 USC 102. 

The method of forming the product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the 
product itself Further, when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be 
either identical with or only slightly different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim, 
the burden is on the Applicant to present evidence fi-om which the Examiner could reasonably 
conclude that the claimed product differs in kind from those of the prior art. In re Brown, 459 
F.2d 531, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 1972); In re Fessman, 489 F.2d 742, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA
